Developing  improved  strains  from  the  point  of  sue,  color,  form  and 
freedom  of  bloom  is  a slow  and  tedious  process,  requiring  skill,  patience, 
foresight  and,  above  all  things,  faith;  faith  in  your  own  ability  and  a still 
greater  faith  that  an  Unseen  Power  is  quietly  unfolding  to  man,  the  secret 
mysteries  locked  up  in  a tiny  seed. 

Evolution  is  a wonderful  process.  Man  has  produced  some  brilliant 
inventions  and  innovations  for  his  personal  comfort  and  enjoyment.  Plant 
breeders  are  improving  the  existing  species  and  varieties  of  fruits  and  flowers, 
but  who  among  them  has  actually  created  something  original  or  entirely  new. 

Wild  flowers  thrive  in  Nature’s  garden  everywhere  and  in  thousands  of 
species.
